N. KOREA FIRES ICBM 


Missile travels 620 miles, lands off Japan’s coast

TOKYO — North Korea ap- 
pears to have launched another 
intercontinental ballistic missile, 
the Pentagon said Tuesday, in the 
latest sign that Kim Jong Un’s re- 
gime is pressing ahead with its 
stated goal of being able to strike 
the United States mainland. 

The missile traveled about 620 
miles before landing off the coast 


of Japan early Wednesday local 
time, but its flight time of about 50 
minutes suggested that ithad been 
fired straight up — on a “lofted 
trajectory” similar to North Ko- 
rea’s two previous ICBM tests. 
“Initial assessment indicates 
that this missile was an interconti- 
nental ballistic missile” a Penta- 
gon spokesman, Col. Robert Man- 
ning, said of the launch, which was 
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President Donald Trump was 
briefed on a ballistic missile fired 
by Kim Jong Un’s North Korea 
regime while it was still in the air.

Evacuees enroll in state schools 


Puerto Ricans coming 
to US. face housing issue

LEESBURG — More than 7200 
students from Puerto Rico have 
enrolled in Florida’s K-12 public 
schools, and another 800 in state 
colleges, since Hurricane Maria 
slammed the island in September, 
and education leaders said Tues- 
day a lack of affordable housing is 
presenting challenges for those 
who have been displaced. 


“The consistent thread 
throughout all the discussions has 
been housing,” Lake-Sumter State 
College President Stanley Sidor 
told members of the State Board of 
Education, who traveled to Lees- 
burg for their monthly meeting. 

Florida Education Commis- 
sioner Pam Stewart said public 
schools have hired bus drivers, 
teachers and aides to handle the 
influx of students, focused heavily 
in Central Florida and the Miami 
area.

OFD plan 
to hire 25 
opposed 
by union 


Department’s move 
will add paramedics

The Orlando Fire Depart- 
ment plans to hire 25 paramed- 
ics, a move opposed by the city’s 
firefighters union but which 
Chief Roderick Williams says 
will help the agency handle the 
increased demands of a growing 


city. 

It would mark a shift for OFD, 
which currently doesn’t employ 
civilian paramedics. All of its 
firefighters are either emer- 
gency medical technicians or 
paramedics. The fire depart- 
ment handles 70 percent of the 
city’s medical emergencies, 
while paramedics working for a 
private ambulance company 
take the rest. 

“This plan will not replace 
firefighters,” Williams said. 
“This is to increase our service 
delivery to our citizens of Or- 
lando, not to decrease firefight- 
ers.”
